Hard-Fought Battle Ends 4-2— Team Is Now in Line for 
Championship— Ross and Vernot Play Brilliantly— 
Litermediates Lose 1-0 in Closing Minutes of Play 



By its win over M.A.A.A. last night

M.A.A.A. has dropped three, lilvcry 
man is fast, tricky and able to fight, and 
they have shown these qualities in all 
their games, which arc well worth 
watching. 

A good gallery was on iiand to wit- 
ness the battle, for that is the best way 
to describe it, and a number of rooters 
livened up proceedings with a few yells, 
outstanding men in the lank, eacli scor- 
ing two goals. Their nassintr was a 
pleasure to w.itcli, and the men who cov- 
ered thcni plainly showed that they had 
their hands full. A close second to 
these was Bill Mnnro, who ably backed 
tlicni up, and ii;iglu to have scored a 
couple of times hin;si'lf, but was prevent- 
ed by the good work of Ucy, in goal 
for M.A.A.A. Laidlcy and .Anson, on 
the defence, covered lli''ir men closely, 
and allliough up against i xpei ieiiced and 
older players, gave a iiuoil account of 
themselves. .Marking their opponents, 
these two did not allow them to acccp: 
any passes, and .some fierce scrapping 
took place every time the ball went to 
the McGiil Ciul. (injiiam-Urov.n played 
his usual cool game in goal, and though 
the players crowded about him; always 
managed to get the ball away. For M. 
.\.A..\., Dcy in goal was the chief 
stumbling block to nlo^l of McGill's ef- 
forts, his years of e.\ix:ricnce enabling 
him to get in the way of the fasf shots, 
with which he was bombarded. The 
rest of the team all played well. 

McOill secured the hall every lime at 
the facc-oiï, via Kos> or Vernot. and the 
former, who played farthest " down the 
tank, was continually fed, and was daiir 
gerous at all timeis-. As-a^res'ult of the 
close checking, ovcr-swimmiug was fre- 
quent and numerous tree throws were 
awarded, but althoiii.'h play was fast and 
strenuous, it was kept clean by the watch- 
fulness of the referee, who found it ne- 
cessary to give but one penally.

discussed briefly and the nature of the 
next meeting decided upon. 



Members of the- stafT and student 
body were given an unusual opportun- 
ity in hearing Doctor Harlow Shap- 
ley of the Harvard College Observa- 
tory in the Engineering building last 
night. Dr. Shaplcy is a recognized 
inthority on .\stronomy and delivered 
I most interesting address. He spoke 
311 "Astronomical Investigations of 
Light and Space," illustrating the sub- 
ject with numerous lantern slides. Dr. 
Shaplcy is a leading astronotner of 
the day and has spent years in the 
study of this science. He has perhaps 
discovered more stars than any living 
man and made innumerable photo- 
graphs. 

Dr. Shaplcy explained at first the 
method which he would follow in 
speaking. He did not confine his 
thoughts to fundamental but recent 
investigations, and a survey of general 
astronomy. The solar system is a 
minor part of the universe. The earth 
is a parasite and the light of the sun 
is responsible for organic activity. 
There may be life on Mars but the 
atmosphere of the planet is so rare 
that any life would be of a low form. 
Stars are measured by triangulation 
and by light. Dr. Shapley explained 
the various nebulae by excellent slides 
which were made from actual photo- 
graphs, many of which were taken at 
Mt. Wilson. 

It is rather an interesting fact to 
know that light leaving a certain clus- 
ter of stars 4,500 years ago is just now 
reaching the earth. Space emphasizes 
the importance of light and the dis- 
tances of stars are measured in light 
years. Describing the various forms 
of nebulae. Dr. Shapley explained 
that all that is known .of the heavenly 
bodies has been the result of light. 
Astronomers investigate light from the 
standpoint of creation and properties. 

Light is analyzed by means of the 
spectroscope. Spectre gives lines 
which are vapour and about the sun 
the vapour is known to be of iron, 
nickel and other metals. Thus a clas- 
sification on a chemical basis is used. 

Space or distance is very important 
in the study of stars. The difficulty 
of measuring distaiuc lias been solved 
in various ways. The observatory in 
Peru, by which much information has 
been discovered, is 8,000 feet above 
sca-Ievel and contains a 21" Kodak,

"Modern colleges are iiot what they 
should be," stated Thomas A. Edison, 
America's inventive wizard, in a recent 
interview which 'he gave a "Princeton- 
ian" reporter at his private laboratory in 
Orange, N.J. "I do not approve of the 
present-day college graduate, for as a 
rule the right kind of men don't go to 
college. Take the average college man, 
bis knowledge of his surroundings and 
environment is usually inadequate. What 
young men need is a broad general un- 
derstanding of every little thing in life, 
such as would fit théin to be able to an- 
swer my (|uestionnairc. 

"The main objection that 1 have against 
a college graduate is that lie objects to 
work, especially if it is dirty," continued 
the distinguislKd scientist. 'He does not 
want a job with much work to it, and 
when he docs get a position, he expects 
to be appointed foreman at the end of 
the sixth week. Most of the men work- 
ing for me have never gone to college. 
Those college graduates that I have 
usually .show a lack of imagination. They 
scarcely have any suggestions to make in 
their daily routine which miglrt lead to 
improvements in their various depart- 
ments. 

"College is à good place for the man 
who 'wants to work, but unfortunately 
there are very few of this type nowa- 
days, 'i'et if a man wants to succeed, it 
is not a necessity that he should get his 
education at college, tf he is to amount 
to anything, he will broaden himself out 
without the -need of' college-, training. 
What wc need in America are more men 
with technical training since wc are a 
comercial country by nature. We have 
enough lawyers, doctors and literary 
men. There are plenty of openings for 
ambitious men in this country. Why is 
it that wc have so few $10,000 a year 
men? Is it hot that there is a lack of 
such positions, but rather that there is a 
scarcity of men of sufficient calibre to 
fill these openings. 

"'Everyone in this world sets his own 
salarj',' is my slogan, and I defy any 
man. to prove the opposite," continued 
Mr. Edison. *I have found out that 
whatever a man is during the first six 
weeks after he gets a job, he will be the 
same after 60 years, and no amount of 
advice will have any effect whatsoever in 
changing him. When he is 21 years of 
age he is set for life, and if a dullard 
then he will continue so through life 
The main quality for success in my esti 
mation is ambition with a will for work." 
— The Daily Princetonian.

"Hank" Gaboury, president of the 
Freshman year, filled the difficult posi- 
tion of toast-master with great honour.

The speaker 
drew the attention of those present lo 
the fact that Sophs were an essential 
feature of every college. Without 
their guiding hand Freshmen were in 
great danger of getting to every lec- 
ture; of getting to lectures on time and 
of frequenting the library. The Fac- 
ulty had proclaimed that the library 
,was the place for reading up cases. 
It is common knowledge among law 
students, however, that the faculty 
were i nthis case merely showing their 
ability to bluff, stated the speaker. 

In closing O'Hagan expressed the 
hope that the faculty would be a cen- 
tre of good feeling and not a centre 
of discord. 

F. Chauvin, who was answering the 
toast, yielded his place to Miss Ida 
Matheson, whose singing was greatly 
appreciated. On resuming his speech 
Chauvin thanked the Freshmen for 
their hospitality.

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USE DISCRETION 

It has been said that tliosc who delight in solitude arc cither men- 
tally iinbalanccd or endowed w itli an csceiitional amount of wisdom. 
This statement has very sound foundations for down through history, 
from prehistoric times, people of all races have instinctively gatiicrcd 
t»gether into social groupings. The reason is simple, for there is in 
each one of us the natural desire to meet and converse with our fellow- 
beings. Solitude to the average human is excessively oppressive and 
often disastrous. Wc arc undeniably the lovers of conversation. 

But conversation, in common with practically everything else, has 
two sides, the good and the b.id, and the latter lias Ijeeii the source of 
abundance of trouble and worry from the earliest times down to the 
present day. The prospects rire. moreover, llial unless the human race 
undergoes a very radical change, it will be a great evil fur many years 
to come. Lack of \eraciiy, love of ex.iggeration and the absence of 
discretion, when fir.-t linked with conversation, produced an unhappy 
result known as Gossip — a result whicji unfortunately became a heredi- 
tary disease, being passed on from generation to generation. 

That conversation among the indiscreet early becaiue a serious 
- menace is seen in a proverb in existence before 700 B.C. which states: 
"Where no wood is, there the lire goeth out; so where there is no talc- 
bearer there the strife ceaseth." Bacon, three hundred years ago, wrote 
"Discretion of speech is more than eloquence; .and to speak agreeably 
to him with whom we deal, is more than to speak in good words or in 
good order. . . . Yet there be some that think their Wits have been 
asleep, except they dart out somewhat that is piquant and to the quick; 
that is a vein which should be bridled." And that famous dramatist, 
.-■^^heî^dan. wrote these words for one of his characters in "The School 
for Scandal": "1 know there arc a set of malicious, prating, prudent 
gossips, both male and female, who murder characters to kill time."

MR. EDISON AND THE COLLEGE GRADUATE 

In this issue we reprint an interview graiUed by Mr. Edison, the 
famous scientist, to a reporter of The Daily Princetonian. After read- 
. ing through the article in question we are forced to come to the conclu- 
sion that the electric wizard's opinion of college men is not a very high 
one hut we àre also forced .at the same time to disagree with some of 
. the statements made. Mr. Edison says that "the right kind of men 
don't go to college." The sentence is rather vague but speaking from 
local conditions, we think it is safe to say that students, as a whole, 
are at least equal, in all respects, to the non-college man. Moreover, in 
contradiction to Mr. Edison's opinions, we wish to point out that 
students are willing to take any kind of employment and we have 
t |known many cases where McGill men have joined up with a pick and 
Ivpl^dyel gang, in order that they might help to put themselves through 
f''''!^pllege. 

\ we do not pretend to be expert psychologists but when Mr. 
. Eidison, in referring to man in general, sees fit to say, "When he is 
■ twenty-one years of age he is set for life," we feel strongly inclined 
to argue the point. Many of the most famous men showed practically 
no ability at this age and we often find that radical mental changes may 
take place long after a man has reached his majority. 

We admire Mr. Edison greatly as an inventor and as a scientific 
genius, but we feel that some of his judgments on human nature and 
character are not entirely sound. However, we all must form our 
opinions in matters of this sort but if we agrée with Mr. Edison, in this 
connection, we had better resign as a body and permit a wiser and more 
-^energetic group of humanity to enter and take our places.

VIENNA SPEAKS 



The scene is Vlniiin.— the Opera 
"House. It is six o'clock on a July 
evciiitig of 1922. liaily, but the opera 
for tonight is one of Wagner's, and it 
will last six lio\irs. The galleries are 
crowded, an they always arc. The 
htaiidiiig-rooiu, — not for the overflow 
of those unahlc to ohtnin scats, but for 
those who arc unable to obtain more 
than the few kronen required for this 
humble privilege.- is packed, as it al- 
ways is. Only in the loges can one 
see, here and there, an empty chair, l'or 
the loges are expensive, costing some 
of them even the tcjual of a dollar in your 
American money, and we lovers of 
Opera arc not iiccesiiarily of the rich. 

.'\ silence tails j-nddenly upon the 
audience. The coiiditcior i.s^, walking 
throngli the orchestra, which is aug- 
mented to â hundred and fifty nmsic- 
ians. I"()r tonight is Wagner. 

The overture commences, and not a 
sotmd is heard from the assembled 
spectators. One does* not idly chatter 
at an opera in Vienna. Wc are not 
vgin enough to talk uv gossip in ihc 
prcsencc oi llu- Mii>e. l-"veii the fur- 
eigllPrs are iiiitiiiclively hushed. One 
rluiy applaud, and one does, wildly, 
furiously, ireuziedly, but not for the 
sellishness oi hearing an encore, — for 
Opera hen' i- never interrupted, — but 
ill siuceri- ;ip|irrriati()n ni lIu' artist. 
The .six liiitir- pa>s as ii so many min- 
ufcs. True, one is tired somewhat 
from ^tand^n.^. hwl what matter — It 
lias i>een Wagncrr ;ind one xvotdd die 
for Wagner. 

Llui do you. my iricnd, insist that 
it is respect for Wagner, the Cla»sii.i>t, 
the .Master, thai draws us, and not 
appreciation of Opera, of .Music? In 
answer 1 would lake you again with 
mc lo tile Opcrtd)aus. This night you 
will see how we chcriMi An tor its 
own sake. The performance is the 
"Salome" of Oscar \yilde, a new thing 
by Slraiiss. Jeriiza is to sing her fare- 
well, —lerilz.i. Vienna's own, who 
Icavi-. II- all too -horlly tor Xew VorU. 
They have the money, those .\uicri- 
cans, where wc have none; and even 
Jcritza must live. She is to sing, and 
Strauss, they tell mc, is himself to con- 
duct . 

We lake our seats. t apologize 
they arc so poor. You arc disappoint- 
ed that display is absent, that there is 
no Diamond Crescent, no Golden 
Horseshoe. It is a pity, but we come 
to hear an opera, and not to sc,c the 
jewels and gowns of the wealthy, who 
themselves come neither to be admir- 
ed nor to be envied. 

Why arc wc applauding, j-ou ask. 
There is Strauss, baton in hand. He 
is insigiiilicaiu, is he not? But he has 
written "Salome". Yes, that is Jcritza 
of the golden voice, one of its. Do 
you wonder that wc who have pro- 
duced her love her? Do yon wonder 
that Opera is our very soul? She is 
our most famous, but wc came and 
wc ehccred her before wc knew her 
name, and wc pay homage nqjv, not 
to her fame, but to the glory of her 
.^'ciiius . 

But do not leave yet. niy friend. 
Vou are right that the opera is over, 
but wc must stay and show her that 
she has not sung in vain. "We have 
.ilrcady covered the stage with llow- 
irs, but that is liot enough. No doubt 
we shall remain here thirty minutes or 
more, standing in our places, cheering, 
clapping, while she, and others of the 
cast, take their curtain-calls. For' us 
Viennese there arc no after-theatre 
parties to lure us away, and we do not 
go immediately. Certainly we have 
no artists, not even in our music halls, 
who prize their art .so little as to per- 
torm while their audience leaves. 

It is over. Jeritza is tired, and we 
must be considerate. 

Go, my friend, you who have seen 
our soul, but take back to your country 
ilie tragedy of Vienna, of a gentle, 
kindly people, imbued with the divine 
love of Art, of Music, of Beauty; of a 
people, whose genius is being stran- 
gled, whose treasures are being stolen 

— "purchased," 1 hdicve you call it, 

and whose very life-blood is slowly 
ebbing away. Take back the tragedy 
of Austria, wretched and poverty- 
stricken in body, naked and starvitig 
in spirit. Say then, my friend, that 
v.e are no concern of yours, that iso»> 
lation must he your policy, that ekch 
unto himself is the relig'on of today. 
And I shall say there is 'no God.

It is 
Gounod's "l aust," and Bohnen is to 
play .Mephisiu, and he— well, he is 
Bohnen.

The whole 
tory is in reality closely copied from 
t'le Book of Job." 

Thai is the sort of thing the press 
lias been trying lo make us swallow- 
about "The Cathedral": a revicxy with 
about four main ideas, tw.o of them 
valueless, the third a vain repetition, 
and the fourth quite incorrect. Every 
story dealing with incessant atul un- 
merited misery is not necessarily plag- 
iarized from the Book of Job. As a 
matter of fact Mr. Walpole's new book 
bears a much greater resemblance to 
'Notre Dame de Paris," There is the 
same omnipresent figure of the cathe- 
dral itself. And there arc other char- 
acters that balance quite strikingly; in 
both books a proud archdeacon is 
humbled, in both there is a half-mad 
sinister figure, the self-appointed guar- 
dian of the gcnitis of the cathedral, 
Quasimodo and Davrey the ^ drunken 
rtist. 

But it would he just as absurd to 
hold Mr, Walpole indebted to Hugo 
s it is to consider him under any ob- 
ligation to the author of the Book of 
Job. Mr. Walpole's own artistic per- 
sonality is a great deal too strong for 
hat sort of thing. He may have tar- 
ried a little among heathen gods, but 
his work is quite his own. 

I rather imagine that many among 
the dear public will be frankly bored 
by a great deal of "The Cathedral". 
They will be unable to sense the deli- 
cate balance of Brandon's, measured 
march to his fate. They will be be- 
wildered by the tangle of finely-drawn 
personalities, and they will wonder 
perhaps if it Avas really necessary to 
spread it all over 450 pages. But 
those who do manage to burrow down 
a little beneath the skin will assign to 
"The Cathedral" a very high rank in- 
deed in modern fiction.

THEATRE PARISIEN 

The Parisien company excels itself 
this week in its interpretation of a 
questionable play. Every member of 
the cast of "Lc Coup de Jarnac" is 
good, but the play itself is a little too 
risqué for even the most jaded taste. 

The situations are in the main amus- 
ing, but they are set forth 'in^ language 
that is unnecessarily coarse, and the 
total impression derived from silting 
through the piece is not pleasant. 

Most brilliant of the actors is Si- 
monne Riviere in the part of a slavey. 
Of the leading characters. Miss Dar- 
tois, Mr. Montcil and Mr. Dcrvey are 
all at the height of their powers. Mr. 
Gilles'/ interpretation of M. dé la Crc- 
monnc is superb; he has a difficult 
part, and puts much into it. ^liss 
Djimmy is completely at honicf^as the 
injured wife, and her violence' is ter- 
rible to behold. 

7'hc balance of the cast is a little 
upset by the fact that both Messrs. 
Monleil and Dcrvey possess the puali- 
ficatious of leading men; it is impos- 
sible much of the time to tell which 
is supposed to be the lead: and a pub- 
lic which is accustomed to the "stellar 
.system" on the stage finds it hard to 
divide its attention between two men 
of equal importance. This has held 
true all season, and as time goes on, 
.Mr. Dervey's strength becomes more 
noticeably equal to that of the suppos- 
ed lead. 

If the Parisien is to keep the sup- 
port of the Montreal public, the man- 
agement will have lo live up to their 
slogan, "Lc palais de la culture." in a 
more complete way than they have 
been doing. Nothing at alt elevating 
has as yet been shown upon the boards 
of this theatre. Farce is well in its 
place, but it can be overdone, espec- 
ially when art is subordinated to vul- 
garity which has been the case once or 
twice during the season . Granted that 
the art of the company was perfect in 
"Lc Coup dc Jarnac", it is not fair to 
the actors themselves .always to have 
them portray exactly the sume type of 
character. Miss Dartois always plays 
loud parts, Mr Monteil is always fren- 
zied, Dcrvey is alw.tys the sympathetic 
friend or the g.ny young gallant. 

If this company would make a 
change in their type of play, even for 
one or two weeks, it would do much 
to secure them in the place they now 
occupy in the mind of the public of 
Montreal. Unless they do so, wc are 
afraid they will be playing to undesir- 
able audiences before long.

The motion that "It is undesirable that 
Canada be .represented at Washington 
by other than the British Atnb.tssador," 
did not meet with the favour of the au- 
dience attending a debate on th-; i|uc3tior, 
between i.aw '23 and Law '2!>. when pre- 
sented to tl.cm by Professor Smith, who 
was presiding, at the close of the discus- 
sion, the vote being for the negative, 
which was upheld by tlic first year, rep- 
resented by S. Lcnind and S. D. Pierce. 

The third ycar,^whicli supported the 
affirmative, had for their speakers W. 
F. Macklaicr and "Dummy" Taylor. De- 
spite the opinion of those present, the 
aggregate score for the delivery and ma- 
terial was very close. 

W. F. Macklaicr, in opening the de- 
bate for the affirmative, stated the pro- 
position quoted above, and expounded 
his interpretation of the word ambassa- 
dor, which he affirmed must be a pleni- 
potentiary ,a spokesman and diplomat. He 
mentioned the inevitable conflict that 
would be .sure to arise between two rcp- 
rescntiitivcs of the British Empire at 
Washington, usually in a lack of cabinet 
policy. He also emphasized that Canada 
being in the British Empire, was not a 
sovereign state, and as \such would be 
unable to act upon the advise of a Cana 
dian ambassador. The expense of such 
an office to be held was likewise a matter 
to be considered. 

,.The first .speaker for the negative, S. 
Lepind, of Law '25, urged that it was 
impossible for a British ambassador to 
properly represent the Dominion, in that 
certain matters of paramount importance 
to Canada arc very often things that the 
British Ambassador is totally unac- 



quainted with/ He brought forth the fact 
that sewnty-five . to ninety per cent, of 
the business carried on by the British 
Ambassador at Wasliiiiglon was Cana- 
dian. He cited the questiou of recipro- 
city in exchange, of vital necessity to the 
three prairie provinces, as one that had 
not received proper attention at Wasliiii.c;- 
ton. A Canadian is required lo deal 
whh issues essentially Canadian. 

"Diinuuy" T.nylor commenced bis re- 
marks by stressing the point that if Can- 
ada received representation at Washing- 
ton, the other Dominions would reason- 
ably e.xpect a like privilcRe, resulting in 
dissension and lack of unity A case of 
several parties of the same family at- 
tempting, as he put it, to stab one an 
other in the back. The prestige of the 
British Empire he held, which greatly 
aids Canada in Wasbin,i»toii. would li! 
but poorly replaced by a Canadian rep 
rcscntative. He cited the Bebrinff Seji 
dispute as one in which Great Britain 
had won through her force and the 
weight of her word. 

S. D. Pierce., the last speaker icp.r the 
negative, endeavoured to iioiiil out the 
reason for the insutïicicncy of the preseii' 
system of represctation at Washington. 
Canada's independence at Washington 
would be the acid, test of the British 
Empire. . The speaker asserted that the 
Dominion could stand the test of cinanci- 
patioii from crown colonization. The 
trades of both countries were actively 
co-operating, and had unity of organiza- 
tion, lie continued that Canada an " 
the United States should put forth a 
united front. 

The debate closed with M.icklaicr'. 
rebuttal, which dealt with .several of llu- 
salient features of the negative side of 
the argument.

At 
Harvard there is a collection of 300,000 

plates. Harvard claims to have dis- 
covered more stars than any other in- 
stitution . 

Doctor Shapley made a few remarks 
on the Einstein theorj' and about Ein- 
Mc.'ui. \lc had recently visited Ein- 
stein's observatory in Germany and 
was struck particidarly with the pecu- 
liar architecture of the place. .Ein- 
stein has friven much to the world by 
his work in physics, although his the- 
ory is not yet complete. 

In ronrlns'oii Dr. Shapley spoke of 
the altrariioiis of astronomy. It is 
ju.stificd for many reasons. It co- 
operates with other .■sciences on the 
structure of matter. Helium was first 
disco\ered through astronomy. The 
contributions of astronomy to knowl- 
edge of the universe is of utmost im- 
portance. 

The address throughout was clear 
and easily followed and much humour 
added to its interest.
